Impressive show 


I t’s difficult not to be impressed 
with the International A/E Silver 
Stick tournament. 

Over 11 years, the small tourna¬ 
ment of 24 teams has exploded to 72 
teams hosted by the Pelham Minor 
Hockey Association.

Taking stock of your property taxes 


w year begins, 
any of us like to “take 
stock” on our personal and 
professional lives. 

Many find it a good time to 
review the last year and to ask, 
how and what can we improve. 

On the professional side, this 
review got me thinking about 
one of the major yardsticks for 
residents of municipalities — 
property taxes. 

Now, it is too early to talk 
about the 2010 operating 
budget and its impacts on the 
2010 property tax levy; council 
will start reviewing the budget 
in February. 

You will recall that Pelham 
council did approve the 2010 
capital budget on Nov. 30 — 
the earliest ever. 

In fact, staff has already 
started tendering capital proj¬ 
ects in order to get ahead of 


other municipa 





(hopefully) get better pricing. 

Property Tax Calculation: 

You will recall that I have 
written here often about prop¬ 
erty taxes, about how we pru¬ 
dently invest your taxes in the 
town, and about how it is cal¬ 
culated. 

The amount of property tax 
you pay to the Town of Pelham, 
to the region, and to the prov¬ 
ince (for education) is based 
on the market value assess¬ 
ment of your property multi¬ 
plied by each of the tax rates. 

Despite your tax rate being 
set by each entity for their ser¬ 
vices, the town collects the tax 
and distributes it. 


Your assessment is solely set 
by MPAC. The town and the 
region cannot change any ele¬ 
ment of this assessment pro- 

Ce From 2004 to 2009: 

You will remember that Pel¬ 
ham’s final 2009 property tax 
increase of 1.8% was the 
second lowest increase in 
Niagara region last year. 

But, what about over a 
longer period of time? 

Let’s compare this term of 
council so far with the last 
term of council. 

The average increase of 
property tax on the Pelham 
portion of your tax bill for the 
last three years was 3.8%; for 
the previous three years it was 
12.2%. 

If you “take stock” on the 
entire tax bill — Pelham, 
region, education — the past 
three year’s average was 2.1% 
compared to 5.9%.

Peace Park memorial bench captures attention of Ontario’s media outlets

An article in the Toronto Star 
last week about a memorial 
bench in Pelham Peace Park 
threw a provincial media spot¬ 
light on the town. 

Ward 2 Coun. Sharon Cook, 
who played a part in the park’s 
addition last year, has since 
received a flood of e-mails, 
fielded phone calls from reporters 
and even took questions during a 
Toronto television phone-in show. 

Last September the town dedi¬ 
cated a granite bench and tree in 
memory of 16-year-old Aqsa 
Parvez. She was killed Dec. 10, 
2007, in Mississauga, apparently 
over a clash between her family’s 
Muslim values and her attempts 
to adjust to the Canadian lifestyle 
of her schoolmates. 

Her father and youngest 
brother have been charged with 
first-degree murder in her death. 


The case returns to court in Janu¬ 
ary 2011. 

Parvez had no connection with 
Pelham. However, Pelham fire 
Chief Scott McLeod took an inter¬ 
est in the death of the girl particu¬ 
larly after he heard there was no 
head stone on her grave. He was 
concerned she would be forgot¬ 
ten. He suggested to Cook the 
town put up a memorial. 

Town council last March unani¬ 
mously passed a motion to put a 
memorial and tree in Pelham 
Peace Park dedicated to all immi¬ 
grants caught between cultures 
and the challenges of conforming 
to both. 

Cook said the first question she 
received from the media and 
during the talk show was: why in 
Pelham, especially since it had no 
connection with Parvez. 

“I told them it was because of 
our small-town Canadian values,” 
she said. “And because we are in 
the centre of a large multicultural 


region, a gateway for immigra- 

Cook, a crisis intervener with 
Niagara Victims Support Services, 
said the region deals with a lot of 
family violence. Some of it arises 
over cultural integration. 

She said many questions she 
received via Toronto e-mails and 
during the City TV morning talk 
show centred on Muslim issues. 

“This has nothing to do with 
being Muslim in anyway.” 

It hads to do with family vio¬ 
lence and murder, Cook said. 

“I’m a mother and I can’t think 
of any worse crime than the 
murder of one’s own child,.” 

Integration into the Canadian 
lifestyle affects “all immigrants of 
all cultures,” she said. 

Although Canadians don’t real¬ 
ize it, she added, “our culture is 
very complex.” 

Cook said some callers tried to 
politicize discussions and refer to 
honour killings. 


“It has nothing to do with our 
memorial." 

McLeod said he has had lots of 
reaction to the story. 

“The e-mails were good, but the 
stuff on talk radio has turned 
rather negative. They were talking 
about racism.” 

He found that “nauseating." 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said he 
was surprised by the coverage this 
week. The memorial was dedi¬ 
cated in September from a 
motion passed in March 2009. 

“Canada is a multicultural 
nation in which all citizens are 
equal,” he said. “We all have chal¬ 
lenges. Council’s original resolu¬ 
tion speaks to all immigrants.” 

Alia Hogben, executive director 
of the Canadian Council of 
Muslim Women, praised Pelham 
councillors for honouring the girl. 

“They shouldn’t be criticized for 
that,” she said from Ottawa. 

“This is about violence against 
women and the recognition of it,” 


she said. “It’s very moving that 
they should think of it.” 

Her council has operated since 
1982, but has been particularly 
busy with issues facing Canadian 
Muslim women over the past few 
years. It has many projects under¬ 
way to help women integrate 
while being proud of who they 
are, she said. 

She said she didn’t quite under¬ 
stand the inscription on the 
Pelham memorial or how the 
town came up with it. 

The inscription on the bench 
reads: “Remembering new Cana¬ 
dians lost to the quest of integrat¬ 
ing cultures - In Loving Memory 
of Aqsa Parvez - Remembered 
and Free.” 

Augustyn said it may be a little 
clearer when looking at the 
memorial, reading the inscrip¬ 
tions on it and realizing they 
apply to all immigrants.

Transportation Minister John Baird 
announced last Tuesday the federal 
government will order 44 of the vir¬ 
tual strip-search scanners for use in 
major cities like Toronto, Vancouver 
and Halifax. The scanners, which have 
the ability to see through travellers’ 
clothing, have raised concerns with 
privacy advocates. 

As each passenger walks through 
the scanning portal, a real time three- 
dimensional image of their body is 
created. A security guard stationed at 
the scanner will see only a stick-figure 
version of the passenger. Potential 
weapons on a person’s body are indi¬ 
cated on the image. The full scan 
results are sent to an officer working 
in a remote terminal, who deletes the 
images once they’re reviewed. 

Youths 18 and under will not be 
required to pass through the system. 

Pam Overholt, co-owner of Cruise 
Holidays in Fonthill, believes people 
should be understanding about the 
need for increased security in Cana¬ 
dian airports. 

“If anything, I think people should 
be thankful,” Overholt said about the 
purchase of the $250,000 scanners to 
be installed in Canada’s major air¬ 
ports in the coming weeks. 

“It should give more people confi¬ 
dence in the system. The reality is it’s 
all being done to the benefit of travel- 

Overholt believes a majority of 
Canadian travellers will be thankful 
the government has “stepped up 
security.” 

The failed Christmas Day bombing 
on a U.S. aircraft has shown people 
“what took place when we thought 
security was working,” she said. 

“The U.S. let people down." 

Customers, she said, are generally 
accepting of new security measures 
and heightened alerts when it comes 
to travelling. 

“That’s the reality if you want to 
travel today." 

As a travel agent, Overholt said it’s 
her job to ensure her customers are 
aware of the latest updates in airport 
security. 

“We need to inform travellers of 
what’s expected and what’s required.” 

If a customer has questions or con¬ 
cerns regarding the security equip¬ 
ment used at airports, she’ll be there 
to talk to them about it. 

Despite concerns of privacy issues 
with the new scanners, she believes 
people will continue to fly. “There’s no 
such thing as privacy” when it comes 
to airline safety. 

“Canadians are robust travellers,” 


Overholt said with a laugh, adding 
scanners aren’t going to keep Canucks 
from the airport. 

“This is going to be the reality 
worldwide,” she said of the new secu¬ 
rity procedures. 

“The security is there for our bene¬ 
fit, so we have the freedom to travel 
and can feel more secure.” 

Overholt said the public needs to 
understand the person reviewing the 
scanned images is in a remote loca¬ 
tion separate from the area passen¬ 
gers are moving through. 

“They can’t see whose body the 
scan belongs to” because they’re in a 
separate area, she said. The scanners 
will simply show items that would 
have to be disclosed anyway, like a hip 
replacement or a pacemaker, while 
exposing potential risks like plastic 
explosives. 

Jeff Crocco, general manager of 
World Wide Travel One on South 
Pelham Rd., has experienced the 
scanners himself as an airline passen- 

er in the U.S. He described the 

evices as “less intrusive” compared 
to traditional security measures 
where travellers are asked to remove a 
number of items from their person. 

“You walk through with your hands 
up. Two minutes and you’re in and 
out,” he said. 

“It’s better than the current system.” 

As security stands now at most 
major Canadian airports, travellers 
are often asked to remove a number 
of items — shoes, jackets, jewelry — 
before allowed entry through security 
to their flight. 

“Someone physically wands you,” 
Crocco said, adding the virtual scan¬ 
ners require no physical contact. 

“You do nothing but walk through 
the system and watch the light turn 
green.” 

Crocco said from a traveller’s point 
of view, the scanning system offers 
“less headaches” and allows people to 
move through security more effi- 

Travellers should welcome the 
increased security, he said, that 
ensures each passenger is safe to 
board an aircraft. 

“It’s a smart and necessary move in 
the times we’re in.” 

He said travellers need to be realis¬ 
tic in understanding there are “people 
in the world who want to bring that 
aircraft down.” The heightened secu¬ 
rity helps to prevent those people 
from getting on a plane, he added. 

Customers coming into Crocco’s 
agency have shown “overwhelming 
support” for the new technology. 

“They’re glad the Canadian govern¬ 
ment has moved forward aggressively 
with airport security,” he said. 

“Only 1% will say it’s an invasion of 
privacy and it’s not right."

Christmas tree fire 
a lesson in safety

A Christmas tree can ignite in 
only a matter of seconds if not 
cared for properly. 

That was the message Short 
Hills Fire and Rescue, the volun¬ 
teer association that services 
Pelham Fire Station No. 3, was 
hoping to get across on Sunday.

Capt. Jack Junkin said the 
event is a way for the volunteers 
to reach out and share fire-safety 
information with the commu¬ 
nity. 

"It’s a way for us to meet the 
neighbours and talk to them 
about fire safety,” he said, just 
before the Christmas tree pile 

Families that came to the hall 


between 2 p.m. and 4 p.m. 
Sunday visited with volunteers 
and learned about fire safety 
precautions. It was an opportu¬ 
nity to have any fire-related 
questions answered, whether 
about the holidays or about any 
time of year, Junkin said. 

On average, 30 to 50 Christmas 
trees are brought to the hall to be 
part of the event. 

Junkin said it’s important for 
people to realize how quickly 
things can go wrong when a nat¬ 
ural Christmas tree isn’t watered 
as often as necessary. 

The bonfire was meant to 
show how quickly dry trees will 
go up in flames, he added. 

He also encouraged people to 
examine Christmas tree lights 
each year to ensure they’re in 
good working order and won’t 
spark any sort of electrical fire. 

Inside the hall, a video showed 
how quickly a Christmas tree 
within a home can ignite, and 
how quickly fire can then spread. 

After spending some time in 
the chilly outdoors, watching 
from afar as the Christmas trees 
burned brightly, visitors were 
invited inside the hall to enjoy
